Taft and announcing that he will support the president in the com- 
•ing campaign, and declaring against any political movement that 
will jeopardize the chanoes of the nominees on the Republican state 
ticket, Judge Edmond B. Dillon thia afternoon sent to the Repub- 
lican state central committee a letter declining- to run for gover- 
nor of Ohio. 


Dillon's statement as read to the committee by SUte Chair- 


man Walter F. Brown In part was as follows; 


"I hereby present to you my resignation as candidate for 


governor. My written declination to accept.any possible nomina- 
tion and request that it be read in case any delegatei at -the state 
convention caiti a vote for me were placed in the hand* of the 
chairman of th*t convention but was not read. ThU failure 
to 


read the declination as well as my acceptance of the' nomination 
were each based upon the sole persuasion and belief that my nom- 
ination would satisfy both wings of the party and eliminate any 
possible third party movement. Within a few days I learned that 
a third party was likely, and with the aid of friends have endeav- 
ored to prevent if possible, such action. In this we have failed." 


"I now have three alternatives. J can espouse the candidacy 


of Mr. Roosevelt for the presidency, thereby shattering the theory 
of my nomination and doing Mr. Taft a gross injustice. I can re- 
pudiate Mr. Roosevelt and espouse Mr. Taft in a like manner or I 
can maintain 'neither for or against' campaign which to me would 
be an abnomSnation. Again, to apeak plainly, Mr. T&ft, whom I 
Bhall support, is now justly entitled to an out and out Taft man as 
nominee." 


Concluding Dillon urged the Republicans to oppose any at- 


tempt to "frame a ballot that would lose votes to any of the nomi- 
nees of the state ticket." 


"The Republican party is infinitely greater and more impor- 


tant to support than any great man."
